REMARKS 

In the present Office Action, the Examiner restricted the claims into 203 groups. 
Applicants note that the number of groups does not correspond to elements of the claims 
(there are not 203 distinct sequences that correspond to the Examiners groups) and that the 
restriction is improper as it attempts to restrict generic claims to elements found in dependent 
claims. However, this Restriction is rendered moot, as Applicants have canceled Claims 16, 
17, 20-23, 45, 46, and 47. Applicants note that these are dependent claims and that the 
independent claims encompass the subject matter of the canceled dependent claims (i.e., 
Applicants have not surrendered any subject matter through the cancellation of the claims).
